Majestic Oak Invest Sareen, EX-95, 
was bred Donald Lang Marshfield, 
Wis..

She was the 
Reserve All-American Aged Cow 1998 
and 2000. Her dam was Kenmir Nances 
Baker daughter bred another Wiscon- 
sonite, George Morgan Cato, Wis.

Her 
EX-90 Tiller granddaughter was Res. 
American Sr. 2-Year-Old 2006. Sareen 
owned Scott Weisensel Marshall,

Four Winds Destiny Child, EX-95, 
the current star one the most storied 
cow families Wisconsin (and US) history. 
She completes three generations Unani- 
mous All-Americans, going back the im- 
mortal Westlynn Tom Dee, EX-96. Clark 


Biddy 
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and Joy Vilter Hartland, Wis., have been 
the stewards this cow family since Tom 
Dee arrived their farm 1991. Tom Dee 
finished her career with over 100,000M and 
currently has Excellent daughters. Des- 
tiny Child was the All-American Aged Cow 
2008 and also took home All-American 
honors 2002, 2003, 2004 and 2005. She 
has top record over 28,000M and has 
pair Very Good daughters her credit. 
Destiny Child was named Grand Champion 
World Dairy Expo twice, was full 
sister her dam, Four Winds Magicman 
Delight-ET, EX-94. Delight’s top record 
over 1,300F and 900P. She has one and 
one daughter. 

The greatest impact Guernsey cow 
can have the breed certainly through 
her sons. Wisconsin has proven adept 
producing high impact sires and their 
dams. Here review some those 
cows that have left lasting legacy, still 
being felt strongly today through sons and 
grandsons. 

Artie Jay Silica, EX-94, was the kind 
impact cow that comes along too infre- 
quently.

Guernseys and Holsteins and their crosses 
sharecropper. Even though was 
very young, Keith had already caught the 
farming bug and the love the Guernsey 
cow. Upon graduating from the University 
Maryland with B.S. dairy science, 
was 4-H extension agent for years 
before starting dairy. had raised few 
registered Guernsey and Holstein heifers. 
When went Farm Credit for loan, 
was told the money could only used 
purchase Holsteins. For the next ten years 


milked 50-70 Holsteins and couple 


Guernseys, purchasing few along the way. 
Because their quiet disposition, Keith’s 
children, Katie, Brett and Travis, learned 
milk the Guernseys. They later showed 
both breeds, excelling with the Guernseys. 

the early 1990’s, they started getting 
protein premium, butterfat prices were 
increasing, and their mixer wagon needed 
replaced; “so jumped into manage- 
ment intensive grazing” Keith said. Besides 
the Guernsey advantage components and 
disposition, they are superior grazers, 
well having less calving and breeding 
problems. Following his divorce 1992, 


Keith had herd with roughly half 


being Holstein, half Guernsey and few 
crosses. started using registered Guern- 
sey bulls for clean-up. After the Holsteins 
were bred couple times Holstein 
bulls, they were put with the Guernsey 
bull. The crosses looked, milked and tested 
well. kept breeding the crosses regis- 
tered Guernsey bulls and took advantage 
the AGA’s new grade-up program. Our 
first original cross lived 13, produced 
almost 200,000M 4.91F 3.8P and had many 
offspring. They now have 165 reg. Guern- 
seys, crosses, and only reg. Hol- 
steins. strongly disagrees with the idea 


that Guernseys can’t compete with Hol- 
steins, either the feed bunk the milk 
check. The past few years Dixons have sold 
several young Guernsey bulls commer- 
cial Holstein breeders looking improve 
their herds. Hopefully they will continue 
develop their Guernsey genetics and get 
involved with the AGA. 

Keith thinks important continu- 
ally emphasize our breeding programs: 
high components, tightly attached udders, 
correct feet and legs, and adequate strength 
keep our cattle profitable, long-lasting, 
and enjoyable work with. 

The farm they rented Maryland was 
sold March 2002 they purchased 
farm southwestern Missouri. Brett and 
Keith enjoy intensively grazing Guernseys, 
only supplementing with minimal grain 
the parlor year round and hay and haylage 
the winter. Once they make the major 
improvements this farm, they would like 
start seasonal dairy. “God has blessed 
with cows that are pleasure work 
with, produce well, and even some that 
have done well the show ring. But 
greatest joy has been watching Katie, Brett 
and Travis develop through their Guernsey 
activities, with much support and encour- 
agement from Guernsey breeders, 
productive, caring citizens that are happy 
help and share with others,” Keith says. 

One area that Keith feels breeders 
have fallen short getting more young 
people into dairying with Guernseys. Keith 
says “the AGA and many state associations 
have great youth programs, but fail 
follow through with those youth that re- 
ally want start dairying. need
